In my last musing I said little about 
the great Scottish poet, but quoted 
three of- his pieces: the ‘Rollicking 
Song’, the love song, and his celebrated 
“Address to the Deil”, to show the 
versatility of the poet, and am blamed 
sentinental by some‘ ‘unco guid” people 
for speaking about. ** Mr. Satan*-They 
forget that it was the great poet, Robert 
Burns that addressed the ‘‘Deil” and 
not Ian McDougall; and, by the way, 
the people who can’t read the address— 
and even if they read it do not under- 
stand it—are thet people who object. to 
the plain talk of the Scottish plough- 
man. The reference to Job and his 
“loving wife’’ who tells him to curse 
God and die, is a blank, as they have 
never read the Book of Job. To me it 
is wonderful to find so many good people 
who have never read the Book of Books. 

What a splendid legacy Burns left to 
us during his short life of thirty-six years. 


I enjoy reading. In one of his letters 
when he was at the town of Irvine learn- 
ing to be a flax-dresser or hackler, he 
tells his father to send on by the carrier 
some oatmeal, as his meat is nearly done. 
The boy at Harvard tells his father to 
send a cheque for $1000!. Almost every 
farmer in Scotland at that time grew 
“lint” or flax and often after carefully 
setting and scuching, instead of sending 
it to be hackled, the hackler, who was a 
great man in those days, carried his 
hackles on his back and came to the 
farm, and putting up his hackles in the 
barn dressed the lint, which the women 
folks spun during the long winter even- 
ings. No one can understand what the 
thrifty wifie says about the big kebuck 


of cheese—namely, that it was a yea’ 
old since flax was in flower. “A two- 
mond auld sin lint was in the bell” is 
just Greek to the reader who does not 
know the meaning. 

The building in Irvine where Burns 
hackled was burned, so ended his idea 
of being a hackler. Since-Burns wrote 
‘Ye Banks and Braes 0’ Bonnie Doon”’ 
there have been many of what are called 
minor poets in Scotland who sang 
sweetly and have left us their legacies. 
Among these minor poets I just now 
mention Robert Nicol, who died when 
he was only twenty-three, and who, if 
he had written nothing but his song, 
‘Bonnie Bessie Lee’’, would be dear to 
the Scotch heart. 

When the late Mr. Goldsmith was the 
teacher at Punchard, I had a conversa- 
tion with him about Scotch poets. He 
said he could not understand how a 
great poet like Sir Walter Scott seemed 
to be forgotten by the Scotch people and 
the author of ‘Tam o’ Shanter’’ re- 
membered. When I told Mr. Goldsmith 
that Sir Walter‘Scott was Tory and an 
Episcopalian,-sand that the Scottish 
people did not like the one or the other, 


the poet of the heart, Scott was the poet 
of the imagination, while Shakespeare 
was the poet of the intellect. 

This letter will take too much space, 
so I close my notes about Burns by 
stating that I have read my Burns for 
sixty-two years, and his songs and 
poems seem as fresh to me today as 
they were in the days of auld lang syne. 

May all the readers of the Townsman 
let Heaven lead them.

Pruning 
The following article on pruning was 
written by a graduate of Phillips Acad- 
emy whose early -life was spent in 
orchards in one of the greatest -apple- 
growing sections of the country and 
whose practical experience would be of 
great value to the owners of orchards in 
Andover during the pruning season. Tle 
is resident again in Andover and his 
observations of the ruthless manner in 
which orchards are being pruned, led to 

his writing this article. 


“The practical grower of trees and 
shrubs is frequently taken to task by 
the would-be tree protector because he 
cuts out branches which are neither 
broken nor dead, but in a_ healthy, 
flourishing condition. The argument 
used by this critic is that in nature it is 
not necessary to cut out branches and 
otherwise mutilate trees; that, in order 
to allow the plant’to assume its natural 
and normal form, no pruning should be 
done.and that the use of the knife is 
detrimental to the best imterests of. the 
tree, and should therefore be dis- 
couraged. The practical grower, how- 
ever, knows too well the results which 
follow from this method of handling 
trees in orchards, parks, and other orna- 
mental plantations.”

The kind of pruning that is attracting 


at this season of the year, is that of the 
apple trees. If a trained orchardist were 
to travel through the country during the 
winter months, he would plainly see 
how many orchards are ruined.and how 
many trees are dying from the careless 
use of the pruning-knife or saw.

branches of the trees, are a proof of 
pruning, and signs of the death of the 
trees. 

The question’ naturally arises, what 
causes such holes and can they—be 
avoided?. The cause of these death- 
marks is pruning at the wrong season 
of the year, and the second question can 
be answered in the affirmative. 

The tree should be trained from the 
nursery so that large branches need not 

| be removed. But if this has been 
' neglected, then care should be taken as 
to the time of pruning. The time for 
pruning is when the tree is making 
wood fast and that season is soon after 
the sap stops flowing, or about the last 
of May or the first of June. At this time 
the wound hardens and dries quickly 
and begins to grow over soon. If a large 
branch is sawed off in winter months 
| before the sap runs, the frost will crack 
the wood. These cracks will radiate to 
the center, and form a center for moist- 
ure from rain and dew, and rot will soon 
appear and a hole.is made. The sap 
also runs out freely and loosens the bark 
; Which prevents growth around the edge 
| of the wound. 

| When pruning is done in the late 


spring months there is ample time for 
the hardening of the wound, and 
growth begins in that season. If large 
branches are to be cut off from break- 
age or other causes, a coating of white 
lead or coal tar will help to keep out the 
moisture which causes the rot, but these 
coatings have little _power against the 
action of frost and the flow of sap if the 
pruning is done before the sap. begins to 
run. 

The matter of cutting small branches, 
less than an inch, is of little importance. 
as they heal over quickly, and the old 
adage, “whenever the axe is sharp”’ will

Replace Absorbent Cotton 


Recent consular reports mention 
several more or less successful cheap 
substitutes for absorbent cotton that 
have been introduced since the Eu- 
ropean war began, One of these, now 
on sale in Berlin, is known as “lig- 
nin,” and is made of pine cellulose. Tt 
is said to absorb blood beeter than 
cotton, but cannot compete with the 
latter as a dressing for wounds. It is 
however, pronounced satisfactory for 
use as a second dressing. A cellulose 
wadding, made by a secret process 
from chemical wood pulp, is now 
offered as a dressing for wounds in 
Sweden. It comes in very thin sheets 
resembling tissue paper. The use 
of sterilized sphagnum moss for the 
same purpose appears to have been 
generalized by the exigencies arising 
from the war.—Scientific American.

delivered by the editor at the meeting 
of the Free Church Men’s Club last 
Tuesday evening is prepared in answer 
to a request from a number of those | 
present. It is published in place of any | 
contribution to the series of articles 
having to do directly with the govern- | 
ment of Andover, in the belief that the | 
analysis presented may perhaps be more | 
important than any direct reference to 
Andover’s purely local problems. 

After reference to the importance of | 
linking the church organizations with | 
the civic life of the community, Mr. 
Cole gave brief attention to the func- 
tions of government, the necessity of 
}such a broadening of governmental 
| service as should provide for the greatest 
good of the greatest number, the fact 
that in our country it is impossible for 
anyone to escape his share in maintain- 
ing the government, and a brief refer- 
ence to the direct and indirect methods | 
of supporting the government through 
the taxes imposed. The four principal 
| parts of the government in which each 
voter of Andover must be interested | 
were briefly described as relating to | 
national, state, county, and municipal 
| branches. 


| Taking up the national government | 
| a8 the first branch of this service, atten- 
tion was called to the important direct 
evidences of the activities of the national 
government that Andover knew most 
| about, as involved in the postoffice and | 
the National bank, the latter having but 
little direct relation to the burden of 
| government inasmuch as it largely 
supports itself through direct payment 
for governmental service rendered in 
connection with it through the return in 
taxes coming to the towh becatise of the 
| location of its stock owners within the 
| town. The income tax as the latest 
burden placed upon the people, the 
operation of the interstate commerce 
commission which, designed to relieve, 
had become a medium of practical 
destruction to much of the railroad ser- 
vice of the country, the license fees im- 
posed upon all sorts of amusements, the 
internal revenue service involving pay- 
ment upon each cigar sold and all 
liquors disposed of, and various other 


minor taxes, were briefly referred to as 
representing the indirect methods 


through which the national government 
scoured eufficiont revenue to carry on 


the country, and in imposing which, 
they placed their part of the burden 
upon the taxpayer. The expense of the 
Federal government the past year, 
apportioned in proportion to the popu- 
lation represented as a summary of the 
review of national activities a tax of 
$10.40 per capita, and this figure was 
used as the final estimate of fixing the 
| burden of taxation which the man in 
| Andover pays each year to support the 
| four branches of government under 
which he lives. 


Referring to the state government, 
| Mr. Cole said: “* Until seventy years ago 
| the activities of the state government 
| had been confined almost entirely to the | 
maintenance of law and order as they 
| were involved in the peace and comfort 
| of the state itself; the conduct of the 
| courts, control of the jails, direction of 
the law-making, and training of thé 
| military forces being almost the sole 
| activities in which the state was in- 
| volved. But the growth of the public 
| activities in which uniform methods of 
| management should prevail, began, a 
half-century and more ago, to demand 
a broader service, and although this 
developed rather slowly for a few years, 
| it has had such a rapid growth in the 
last twenty years that today we have in 
| Massachusetts, more than in any other 
| state in the Union, the highly-developed 
| ‘Fatherly Commonwealth’.” 
Massachusetts has becom®*a common- 
| wealth in which boards have been 
| established to’ direct. the educational 
policy of all the people within the com-, 
monwealth, the health and comfort of 
| all men who toil, and the protection and | 
| support of all who are unfortunate or 
incapacitated. Corporation power can 
| be established only by the sanction of the 
| state. Labor’s pay comes only through | 
| forms approyed by the stage. Highways | 
develop almost entirely by and under | 
| state direction. The small community | 
| is no longer in any sense entrusted with 
the control of its own affairs, but each 
| year finds a broadening system of over- 
| sight and control exercised by officials 
and boards created by and answerable to |

Referring to the cost of government 
in the state and the increased debt 
coming from year to year, Mr. Cole 
cited the following figures:

Taking the figures of the population, 
3,693,000, it was shown that the per 
capita cost of state-government for the 
last year in Massachusetts was prac- 
tically $6.00. < 

County extravagance in Essex County 
was severely scored by the speaker, and 
figures were submitted to show that in 
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twenty years the cost. of maintenance of 
strictly county government had _ in- 


| creased from $284,000 to $890,000 in 


1915. In this same period the debt had 
gone from a credit balance in the treas- 
ury in 1895 to the seriqus total debt in 
1915 of $1,084,000. _ The county was 
credited with certain necessary activi- 
ties, but all maintained at-a cest which 
made Essex County the most extrava- 
gant of all counties in the common- 
wealth for the cost of service rendered 
under the present system. ‘Taking the 
population at 459,000, the per capita 
cost for government was fixed at $1.94 
per year. 

Taking up “the town” as the fourth 
factor in the divisions which make up 
the important branches of government, 
Mr. Cole said: “ While the municipality 
is looked upon as the minor and sub- 
sidiary interest to the other and larger 
organizations, as numbers and_ gross 
expenditures are concerned, we should 
not fail to remember that the town is 
after all the initial factor in the develop- 
ment of this great country and in the 
working out of the present system of 
divided responsibility for government. 
The growth of the town and its relation 
to other towns also growing, made 
necessary the establishment of the 
colony, from which came the organized 
state; the importance of maintaining 
proper relations between the different 
states as they grew and prospered -re- 
quired the organization of the nation, 
and I am inclined to {hink that we too 


often overlook the importance of that 
early establishment: which today stands 


as a small town in a big state, but which 
after all was the original source of 
systems and forms of government now 
operating in the state and the nation.” 

“The early settlers had simple prob- 
lems involved in the local government. 
It was necessary thab:they should pro- 
tect their families from Indian raids and 
from the marauders inhabiting the un- 
settled country. They early felt the 
importance of schools, and necessity re- 
quired construction of a rough sort of 
highways and bridges} originally held in 
common but ultimately requiring public 
funds to maintain or contributions to be 
paid in the form of tolls at bridges and 
taxes for special road construction. 
People in this audience can probably 
recall in our own community the system 
of working out taxes upon highways, and 
of special appropriations in local com- 
munities for sectional schools, and only 
within a short time has this state been 
free from that form of early government 
which involved the maintenance of the 
toll bridge. 


“In working out such simple prob- 
lems as these, it was natural that the 
state itself should interfere very slightly, 
and it was also natural that each town 
should thus become almost a complete 
unit, where community interest con- 
trolled all public and private action, 
with practically no management exer- 
cised over community affairs by either 
the state or the nation. New forces 
came, however, to change these condi- 
tions. The stage coach gave way to the 
railroad, quicker communication came 
by telegraph, immediate contact by 
voice and word was established by the 
introduction of the telephone, and now 
we have even a still broader and more 
far-reaching system of intercommunica- 
tion in the wireless, making of all these 
factors, forces to entirely reconstruct 
the relations that communities may 
have with one another, that states may 
have with one another, and even broader 
still, that nations must have one with 
another, because they are by _ these 
forces knit one to another.” 

“Notwithstanding this situation in 
which each community is involved with 
the entire world at the present time, the 
direct problem for the individual to con- 


’ 


sider carries with it a personal respon- 
sibility. 


In facing that responsibility 
the man in Andover is directly involved 
in each of the four branches of govern- 
ment referred to, in the service which all 
four combined render to make living 
comfortable, efficient, nd as economical 
as possible, in the development, not 
alone of his own home and home town, 
but of the nations at large. More than 
all this, he must have a knowledge of the 
actual needs involved that shall lead 


him to intelligently analyze conditions 


q 


and render his share of the service called 


for.” 
“The New England problem is a 
pressing one today, and it is most 


proper that the citizens of Massachu- 


setts should be tremendously interested 
in relieving the present serious burden 


factures which today in New England 
represent three billions of dollars a year, 
and if he is to contribute to the comfort 
of the workers of New England now 
counting up to six hundred thousand a 
vear.” 


"Mr. Cole here referred to the figures 
presented by the national department of 
commerce as compiled under date of 
1913, showing the cost of government in 
different states of the Union at the 
present time, the very serious debt, in 
which Massachusetts has such a wide 
lead, and to figures compiled by the 


Industrial Board of which he is the head, 
covering the cost of city government 
and the manner in which this burden 
has grown from year to year in all the 
important cities and towns in the state. 
These figures have been already par- 
tially presented in this column, but 
those not heretofore published show 
that while the average cost of govern- 
ment for the nation was $21.60 in 1915, 
in Massachusetts it was $41.20 per 
capita; while the average debt of the 
country is $3.57 per capita, the debt of 
Massachusetts is $22.78 per capita and 
only two other states in the entire 
Union exceed $10 per capita. That 
while the average cost of government 
for Massachusetts again was $41.20, 
this had grown in Andover until a sum- 
mary of the figures presented in con- 
nection with the eost per capita in each 
of the four departments of government 
showed the following striking figures for 
Andover: 


Cost of national government $10.40 
Cost of state government 6.05 
Cost of county government 1.94 
Cost of town government 24.70 


or a total of $43.09 as the per capita 
cost of government borne directly or 
indirectly by every man, woman, and 
child in Andover at the present time, as 
represented by figures of 1915. Coming 
more directly to the local burden, the 
speaker called attention to the follow- 
ing figures:

Commenting upon these figures, the 
speaker called attention to new laws 
which had added many burdens through 
a constant agitation which was bringing 
about an ever-increasing number of 
officials and an ever-increasing cost of 
administration in many town depart- 
ments. 

The speaker continued: ‘Notwith- 
standing the fact that much of this is 
justified, it is possible that Andover can 
do what other towns that have come up 
to a serious crisis in their expenditures 
have done, and I believe that this is the 
year in which the closest scrutiny 
should be given to every form of public 
service for which the town itself is 
directly responsible. If this is done, 
two dollars a thousand can be taken off 
the tax rate. It is possible to save ten 
thousand dollars a year on highways in 
the next ten years if the town is ready to 
take on a system of control, bond issue, 
and long-time construction, where two 
hundred thousand might be expended 
at once with an annual payment each 
year of twenty thousand dollars. The 
highways would be available for use 
within the next two years under such a 
system, and allowing an appropriation 
for maintenance and repairs ‘of ten 
thousand dollars a year, there could be 
a saving over the expenditures of 1915 
of practically ten thousand dollars a 
year. 

“Tt is likely that it was wise to de- 
velop the fire department by the ex- 
penditure of the large sum of money 
which has been appropriated in the last 
three years, but certainly some indirect 
return should. come on ‘that direct 
expenditure, greater than has yet been 
seen, for according to figures at hand, 
instead Of a decrease in insurance rates, 
there is evidence that rates have been 
increased on property close to the 
center of the town. We should be alert 
in following up such situations as this, 
for which no local interests are re- 
sponsible but which are controlled en- 
tirely by a New England board never 
likely to lessen the cost of fire insurance 
unless there is pressure from those who 
are interested. I believe that a thousand 
dollars a year should be saved in the 
police department, and this amount can 
be saved without lessening the efficiency 
of that department so far as real service 
to the public is concerned. 

“It is probably impossible to save 
money in the schoo s under the present 
system of organization, and it is unlikely 
that any reorganization could take place 
without action by the town which would 
provide for consolidation and changing 
so that some of the small schools and 
small classes now carried on at an ex- 
cessive per capita cost could be abol- 
ished and work arranged in cooperation 
with other schools. If this coud be 
done, from three to five thousand dollars 
a year could be saved and better service 
could be rendered. It is interesting to 
note that there are fewer pupils regis- 
tered in 1915 than were registered in 
1905.” 

Closing, Mr. Cole emphasized the in- 
creasing cost of a number of the small

departments. He also recommended a 
single janitor for the town house and 
engine house and a consolidation of the 
heating systems, and expressed the 


belief that with these savings, combined 
with others referred to, from two to 
three dollars a thousand could be 
taken from the tax rate as fixed in 
1915 and no less service given to the 
state or the town. 

Inquiries that followed the address 
brought some further interesting com- 
ment by different ones in the audiences 
including Dr. Ryder, Messrs. Charle, 
W. Clark, John W. Bell, Selectman 
Eames, Joseph Chambers and others.

The latter has 
never aspired for political honors before.

BRIDGE BEING REPAIRED 


The Boston and Maine railroad bridge 
on North Main street is being rebuilt by 
the railroad authorities and at the pres- 
ent time it is necessary for everyone 
using that thoroughfare to pass over the 
bridge owned by the Bay State Street 
Railway Company. 

The bridge was in a very bad condi- 
tion and it was found necessary to re- 
construct it from the beginning. The 
floor boards were almost worn through 
and the timbers that supported the 
floor were rotted so badly that every one 
of them had to be taken out and new 
ones will be substituted. It was 
thought, when the work was begun, that 
much of the structure could be saved 
and that only repairs would be needed 
for the present, but as the work pro- 
ceeded it was found that the only safe 
solution of the problem would be to 
erect an entirely new bridge. 

There has been considerable talk of 
putting in an entire new bridge of con- 
crete, but the erection of a wooden 
bridge will postpone indefinitely any 
action in that regard. Both the county 
and town officials were desirous of having 
a new bridge. If a concrete structure 
were built it is said that the railroad 
would insist on having the bridge wid- 
ened so as to allow for three tracks be- 
neath it, and would try to have it 
raised two or three feet so as to allow 
more room between the tops of the ‘cars 
and the bottom of the bridge. The 
town and county officials favored the 
widening of the structure, but main- 
tained that it would be easier for the 
railroad to lower its tracks than to raise 
the bridge, as the raising would be soctly 
on-account of necessary land damage. 


School Committee Meeting 


A postponed meeting of the school 
committee was held in the committee’s 
rooms on Saturday evening. 

The board adopted a rule empowering 
the principal of Punchard School to act 
as superintendent during any absence of 
the superintendent through illness or any 
other cause. 

Superintendent of Schools J. Francis 
Allison then read his annual report for 
the year 1915, which was approved for 
printing in the school report. The sta- 
tistics showed the largest enrollment in 
the history of the public schools, with an 
assured increase in the high school next 
fall. There are now 228 pupils enrolled 
and it is expected to exceed 250 next 
September. The enrollment in 1910 
was 100 students. 

The finance committee stated that 
the coal supply would cost nearly $1000 
more than last year, owing to the state

tention of the committee to economize 
in other departments in order to keep 
the budget at the original figures of 
$47,000.

Uses for Paraffin Paper 


Paraffin paper costs only about five 
cents or ten cents for a big roll, and I 
try to keep some on hand always. 

Besides being fine for lining almost 
every kind of a mold from cake to ice 
cream, it’s also good to use inside a 
dish in which fish, like salmon loaf or 
some other souffle dish, is being cooked. 
It’s easy to remove—and, joy of joys— 
as you throw away the paraffin paper 


makes the washing of fish utensils so 
odious. 

Then it’s also good to use to wrap 
around foods before placing them in 
the ice box. Of course, I cover almost 
all foods with the cover that comes 
with the dish. But what can you use 
to cover a roast that has been cooked? 
I haven't a dish cover of any kind 
that’s large enough or shaped right 
to do this. Answer, I wrap it in a 
little parafliin paper dress. The paraf- 
fin doesn’t absorb the juices as tissue 
paper would, and it-keeps away odors 
of other foods. In fact, a little sheet 
of paraffin paper can be used to cover 
any dish in the refrigerator in lieu of 
; any other kind of cover, and it is a 
sure protector against the dish ab- 
sorbing odors from neighboring foods.

Pop-corn balls may also be varied by 
making them with maple gugar.. ‘The 
quantities required are two cups ‘of 
sugar, three-fourths of a cup of water, 
and butter the size of an egg.

For 
the balls, pick out only perfect grains 
of popped corn. Turn this corn into 
the cooked sirup, and stir in all it will 
take. One's hands should be buttered 
while forming the hot corn into balls 
and the mixture is best handled after 
it has been turned out on warm plates.

Leaf-Spot of Cucumbers | 


(A translation of Apres Anvers,. by E. 
Cammaerts) 


The angular leaf-spot of cucumbers is 
a disease quite prevalent throughout the | 
Eastern and Middle Western States. It | 
was reported as having been present the 
past year in Michigan, Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin, and New York, as well as the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, in! 
Canada. The disease has also been re- 
ported recently from Maryland and 
other Southern States. 

The presence of the disease is indi- 
cated by-angular, dry, brown spots on 
the foliage, which, by dropping out or 
tearing, give the leaves a ragged ap- 
pearance. Although the disease has 
been known for many years in the field, 
and has been conceded to be of bacterial 
origin, heretofore no organism has been 
named as its cause. As a result of ex- 
periments recently conducted by the: 
plant. pathologists of the department, 
however,. the ‘germ causing the disease 
has been, isolated and identified. 

It was found that the disease is caused 
by a bacterial organism entering the leaf 
through minute orifices in the outer 
layer, wounds not being necessary to per- 
mit infection. Young stems may be- 
come soft-rotted or crack open, but no 
direct connection has been found be- 
tween the leaf-spot and the soft-rots of 
the fruit. A heavy infestation, however, 
often materially reduces the crop by 
destroying the active leaf surface of 
the plants.

BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT 


lhe work of the Board of Health for 
the vear 1915 has been considerably in- 
creased, according to its records for 
the previous three years. The number 
of cases of contagious diseases report- 
ed during 1914 was 66, for the past 
year 319. The cases were divided as fol- 


lows: 

Chicken pox 40, diptheria 27, measles 
(3, opthalmia 2, typhoid fever 2, scar- 
let fever 39, tuberculosis 19, mumps 5, 
German measles 106, spinal meningtis 
3, whooping cough 12, total, 319. 

During the past year there have been 
16 deaths caused by communicable 
diseases, as follows: 


Tuberculosis 12, spinal meningitis 2, 
whooping cough 1, tetanus 1—16. 

German measles, measles and chick- 
en pox occurred in epidemic form, but 
the number. of cases reported does not 
show the extent to which these dis- 
eases occured in total, for although 
the physicians who were called to at- 
tend cases reported them promptly 
many cases had no medical attendance, 
and we would call the attention of all 
citizens to the fact that they are re- 
quired by law to give personal notice 
to the Board of Health of all cases of 
contagious disease occuring in their 
households even though a_ physician 
may not be summoned. A heavy pen- 
alty is incurred for neglect in conform- 
ing to this rule. 


The cases of scarler fever occuring 
in the vicinity of the indain Ridge 
school were fortunately mild, but for 
this reason “its early detection was 
made more difficult, and a temporary 
rule was adopted, that all pupils who 
were absent for any reason whatever 
should not be allowed to return to 
school without a physician’s certifi- 
cate; this. rule was somewhat criti- 
cized at the time, but there is no ques- 
tion as’ to its efficiency in controlling 
what might have been a much more 
serious epidemic, and we heartly com- 
mend the school authorities for their 
prompt co-operation. 

The cases of diptheria were also as 
a rule, of short duration, owing, we are 
convinced, to the efficient use of anti- 
toxine and careful quarantine. We 
have had occasion to quarantine sev- 
eral persons who, were wage-earners, 
and in such cases they are entitled to 
an amount equal to three-fourths of 
their pay provided it shall not amount 
to more than $2 per day. 


The occurance of so amny cases of 
communicable diseases indicate to your 
board the urgent need of a_ school 
nurse to aid the work of the school 
physician and Board of Health. The 
matter of ‘“‘preparedness” which is at 
this time so much in the public mind, 
can find no more feasible position than 
in the cause of public health. The 
health of ‘a..community. cannot..be 
reckoned by the number of able bodied 
men and women, but rather. by its 
death rate and the evidences of com- 
municable diseases in its environment. 
The. prevention of\ disease, and curtail- 
ment of ‘its spread in the form of epi- 
demics. ‘should be the province of the 
Board of Health, but in-order to carry 
out its measures to the fullest capac- 
ity, several things are necessary . The 
education of the public. to the fact that 
the work of the Board of Health is not 
obstrusive except in so far as it per- 
tains to the vital welfare of the town 
as a whole, to see that certain rules 
which by. legislative procedure 
become matters of lay, and the ru 
and regulations of the local Board, are 
being complied with, To this. end. it 
must have the co-operation, of the 
town’s civic, educational, religious and 
charitable organizations. 

The advice and service of our dis- 
trict health officer during the year has

That the best 
development of the child, mental and 
physical, can only be obtained under 
good hygenic surroundings both at 
home and in the school, brings the 
work of the school »physician, visiting 
nurse, and Board of Health in close 
contact, and with this end in view we 
heartily endorse the enlargement of 
the work as outlined in the object for 
which the newly formed Public Health 
Association has been incorporated. 


The agencies upon which your board 
must rely. in order to meet with thé 
approbation of the town are therefore 
manifold, but the most important fac- 
tors are those which aid in the bodily 
resistance to disease and the preven- 
tion of its spread. We desire to ex- 
press our appreciation of the work of 
the Andover Village Improvement So- 
ciety as carried on from year to year, 
not only for its intrinsic worth to the 
town, but as an incentive to the more 
cleanly and painstaking care of pri- 
vate property which makes for public 
health and security. Widespread pop- 
ular education and public opinion are 
slowly but surely moving in the same 
direction, ‘‘An ounce of prevention is 


| worth a pound of cure,” and to this 


end we can but approve of any essen- 
tial factor which has for its object a 
higher standard of civic and personal 
health, 


Many nuisances which have annually 
given much trouble, have been during 
the past year, abated permanently, and 
with the extension of the sewer sys- 
tem much more can be accomplished. 
The sewerage question has received 
much attention and considerable time 
hasbeen. given to its consideration. 
With one or two exceptions, which will 
be remedied, all abutters on public 
sewers now constructed have caused 
their property to be connected. As 
soon as the Abbott Village sewer is 
completed, and the abutters have had 
suitable time to make connections 
therewith, we propose to have the in- 
spector of plumbing make a return 
visit to each property connected to see 
that the use of all cesspools and vaults 
have been discontinued. We have re- 
commended to the Board of Public 


Works the need of a sewer on Ridge 
street, and-at the lower end cf School 
street. 


Milk inspection at present can only 
be carried out as an indirect part of 
the work of the Board of Health, and 
during the coming year every dairy in 
town will be inspected, and conditions 
being favorable, a permit will be issued 
for the sale of milk. The examination 
of samples of milk has of necessity 
been dropped as the only piece of ap- 
paratus owned by the town, an old 
model hand “Babcock machine, has 
been condemned by the state authori- 
ties.

LATEST NOTE ON LUSITANIA 


Washington, Feb. 9.—Private ar- 
mor piate manufactirers notified the 
senate naval committee that they 
would raise the price of armor plate 
$200 a ton if congress decided to erect 
or purchase armor plate factories for 
the zovernment.

The story of “Beaucaire’’ is so well 
known as to need no repetition. The 
play as produced by Richard Mans- 
field contains five acts, but the story 
itself as told by Tarkington is brief and 
gains by rapidity of action.
